We publish to-day the interesting com- 
muniestion. which the Virginia com- 


on yesterday to thé Président sad Direct- 
ors of the Louisvule aud Nashville Rail- 
road Company. We understand that the 
commission have been invited to confer 
with the Louisville Board of Trade, 
and with the City Council; but that, as 
their business is exclusively with the Lou- 
isville and Nashville company, they have 
preferred first to conclude their business 
with the company. 

We also append to the communication 
the reply which the commussioners re- 
ceived from the directors of the Louisville 
and Nashville company, and we are grat 
ified to learn that their reply satisfactorily 
meets the object of the Virginia commis- 
sioners in their visit to Louisville. 

The letter to the company sets forth the 
measures which have been taken by Vir- 
ginia and the citizens of the country south 
of the James, to connect with Louis- 
ville by a railroad runping from the 
sea gt Norfolk. It also accounts for the 
delay which overtook Virginie in the 
execution of her part of the great scheme. 
The prostration and impoverishment re- 
sulting from the war sufficiently explain 
this delay; and these difficulties haying 
at last beem measurably surmounted, she 
bow sends a commission to our city to 
announce ber purpose of at once resum- 
ing work on her portion of the line. 

The commissioners take it for granted 
that our railroad authorities and people 
are fully alive to the value of the line now 
to be completed, and enter into no state- 
ment of the adyantages which will be- 
long to it. These will be numerous and 
great. It is well known that large quan- 
tities of western pork are consumed in the 
Carolinas and Virginia; and this road, by 
aflording the most direct transit for this 
produce, will give Louisville great ad- 
vantages in that trade. 

It is conceded on all hands that the 
great staple of tobacco is better manipu 
lated by the merchants and manulecturere 
ot Virginia than by those of any other 
State. It will be worth much to Louis- 
ville as a center of tobacco trade in the 
West, aud to Kentucky, a tobacco- pro- 
ducing State, to be brought into close aud 
direct relations with tobacco merchants 
and manutacturers of Virginia. 

In respect to foreign immigratioa also, 
this direct road to Nortolk, managed ex- 
clusively by a Virginia aud a Kentucky 
company, will be of great value to the 
two States. At present the objecuon 
to tLe northern routes and 
ports, arising from the severity 
ot the cold weather which prevails tor 
several months ot the year, is very great, 
the sufferings of immigrants being severe 
when brought to the Northern seaports 
and transported over Northern railroads. 
This objection will not exist to the port of 
Nortolk and to the road running thence to 
Louisville; tor there is no weather so se- 
vere in winter on any part ot this line that 
immigrants may not travel over it in com- 
fort. The tacilities of Louisville for trans- 
terring to the West immigrants coming 
from Noriolk will be greatly enhanced by 
the completion of our au-line road to St. 
Louis, We believe thatin a few years it 
will become a favorite route of immigra- 
tion, and that both Virginia and Kentucky 
will derive great accessions of population 
from this source. 

But it would be impossible to anticipate 
all the advantages which our city would 
derive from a connection, exclusively in 
its own interest, directly with a port so 
admirably situated as Norfolk; and it is 
the unanimous senument of our people 
that the connection at Cumberland Gap of 
our own great road with Virginia’s great. 
est road is second in importance to no 
other railroad enterprise whatever in which 
she is engaged, 


The Humihating Treaty. 

The official document of the tréaty con- 
cluded at Frankfort by the German and 
French Peace Commissioners shows that 
this agreement between the two countries

At no time, during 
the whole history of France,has such a 
bumuliating treaty been imposed upon her 
people—humiliating, not only in its chief 
conditions and stiputations, but also in its

It is hard to imagine how 
Frenchmen could torce themselves to sign 
such a document, but the explanation 
which the great German Chancellor gives 
of ‘the: manner ia which he forced the 
French commissioners to sign the humil- 
jating treaty goes far in throwing light on 
his peculiar diplomacy. “If we had not 
arrived at this arrangement,” he said, “the 
German army would have occupied Paris, 
either by coming to an understanding 
with the Commune or by using force.“ 
This implies that Bismarcx had doubtless 
secretly negotiated with the rebels of 
Paris, and thus, by intimidations, obtained 
the submission ot the regular government 
of Versailles to the humiliating treaty. II 
this should prove true, it would add an- 
other and still heavier guilt to the terrible 
lust of crimes committed by the Paris Com- 
mune. 

This treaty ot peace will only serve to 
increase the hatred existing between the 
two nations. Henceforth it will be the 
mission, the sole purpose, of France to 
take revenge for her humiliation.

„A Terrible Temptatios.’’ 

We presume many of our readers are 
interested in CHARLES Reaper's new story 
with the above title. We certainly are 
ourselves, Mr. REAps is a master of good 
Englisb, and his style is curt and vigorous. 
He has a fine appreciation of dramatic sit- 
uations, and understands the mane 
agement of a novel. To speak of him as 
the best male writer ot fiction would be 
no great compliment, but would probably 
be correct. Yet his latest story is of such 
a character that, though widely read, we 
yeuture to cey that it w not often disuusscu 
m mixed gatherings of both sexes In 
this novel a cast-off mistress figures very 
prominently, and in a manner that the au- 
thor would have us admire. Now tree. 
handad iiberality,; courage aud skill are the 
very features of many a villain’s character 
that render uhu 80 dangerously attractive 
to youth. These turnish the gloes to cover 
over the trickery,the meanness and the 
knavery that would intallibly disgust the 
inexperienced and warn them away from 
the perilous companionship. It may, per- 
haps, be possible, and even desirable, for a 
repentant Magdalene to be forgiven and 
allowed to resume her proper place in so- 
ciety, but the impassable barrier exists in 
the woman’s own mind—she can never 
forgive herself. This fact is powertully 
recognized by Bret Harte, through all 
whose stories runs that minor key of sor- 
row over innocence and purity torever lost, 
that makes his stories the saddest of all to 
read. But this delicate appreciation of a 
spirttual tact, if not utterly lacking in Mr. 
READE, is not clearly set forth by him iu 
this story. 

As the tale progresses the first disrepu- 
table woman disappears, but her sister, a 
seduced and seducing liar of a servant, 
is then brought torward, in whom, we are 
glad to say, we are shown nothing redeem- 
ing. She persuades her childless mistress 
to pass off the offspring of shame as the 
legitimate heir to the estate of her hus- 
band, the hero of the story. From the 
very begmuing, vicious practices, of a na- 
ture that are usually kept private, and 
circumstances that a natural instinct o! 
modesty in human nature tends te con- 
ceal, Mr. READE not only speaks of in the 
plainest language, but makes the basis for 
the construction of his story. There are 
mapy passages that contain expressions 
that one would hesitate to read aloud to 
an audience containing young women; 
not because the passages are licentious, 
but simply indelicate. We do not accuse 
the author of the least atom of pruriency, 
but only of deliberate coarseness. The 
novelists of the first half of the last century 
wrote for male readers almost exclusive— 
ly, and it is by no me ans to be regretted that 
the progress of society has banished broad 
jokes and coarse expressions trom general 
literature, Mr, READE may say that it is 
a mere matter ot taste, and that our great- 
grandfathers and great-grandm others were 
as pure and virtuos as any of the present 
generation. We donot doubt it, but his 
way of treating subjects tabooed from 
general conversation is not the conven- 
tional one, and theretore the burden of 
proot is upon him to show that he is right 
and every one else wrong. 

We are inclined to think, however, that 
this coarseness is an affectation, and tor 
that reason his present novel will not add 
to bis already brilliant reputation. Un- 
fortunately, too, there are other marks of 
snobobishness apparent in his latest work 
apart from his willful impr@prieties ot 
speech In the last installment but one ot 
his story is a description of the apartments 
of a literary man that is-equal to anything 
that DisRAELI, prince ot enobs, has writ- 
ten in Lothair about the upholstery busi- 
ness. Green velvet curtains, white and 
gold pillars, plate-glass, great mirrors trom 
floor to ceiling, velvet-pile carpets, master. 
pieces of painting in gilt frames on the 

walls, oak and highty-polished marqueterie 
furniture help to make up a pictare that 
produces an amusing rather than an im- 
posing effect. And the details are such 
that one cannot mistake the proprietor of 
all this complete and elegant outfit for any 
one but the author himself. Purse proud 
aristocrats cannot excel in vanity the 
author who is overcome with a sense of 
his own im

She was however ad- 
ved not to comtioue her journey just now. but 
togoto the hospital and remain ua her baby 
got well. She objected to any delay although 
the child seemed gasping its last breath, and, 
Without careful nursing, would evidently die in 
a short tie. She anal y consented to stay, was 
sent to the City Hospital, and the two were 
kindly cared for by Dr. Guthrie. Her pew quar- 
ters Were ge Comfortabie, and so neat, the purses 
so kind atd alientive, that in a few hours she 
recovered ber wonted spirits, and the litile one 
began to get well. Her name was registered as 
Mrs. Alfred Passer. She is a mmer of the 
Metlo tst Church and appears to be a deserving 
women.
